They were closely questioned by M. Atha- 
lin, the examining magistrate, but as they 
gave satisfactory accounts of themselves 
and their movements, they were released 
about midnight. 

The attempt on the life of M. Faure was 
made on the very spot where Berezowsky 
tr‘ed to shoot the czar while driving to the 
military review at Long Champs in 1867, and 
where Francois, a lunatic, last year fired 
his revolver at M. Faure on July 14. 

Having this in mind, the police took ex- 
tra precautions. Special officers were de- 
tailed to watch suspects and to search 
houses known to be the resorts of danzger- 
ous criminals. It is a curious fact that 
yesterday the Petite Republique Francaise 
published a statement decisring that the 
rolice were busy organizing an incident for 
M. Faure’s visit to Russia, suggesting that 
a nimble clown would be dressed in rags 
and jump upon the step of the president’s 
carriage, brandishirg a homicidal weapon. 
On his arrival at the race course M. Faure 
was warmly congratulated on his escape 
by the Grand Duke Sergius, M. Hanotaux 
and other members of the cabinet. His 
sangfroid will greatly increase his popular- 
ity. Some of the papers assert that Rous-

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SHE WAS CHOKED AND BADLY BEATEN 


On Account of Deafness She Could 
Not Hear the Negro’s Approach. 
Excitement Is Intense. 


One of the most atrocious crimes in the 
history of Clayton county was committed 
Saturday morning at 3 o’clock, at Salina, 
a small village about half way between 
Jonesboro and Fairburn, and but for the 
co'insel of law-abiding citizens there would 
have been a lynching yesterday afternoon, 

Mrs. Martha Turner, a widow, living on 
the plantation of J. C. Gray, was assault- 
ed by an unknown negro. She was choked 
into insensibility, then beaten and out- 
raged, after which the negro fled. 

The news of the assault spread like wild 
fire through the community and a posse 
was immediately formed. Blood hounds 
were secured and placed upon the trail, 
but soon lost the scent and turned back 
after going a few miles. 

Late yesterday afternoon a negro charged 
with the crime was arrested. He couldn't 
give a satisfactory account of himself and 
was further identified by a hat which was 
left in-the room where the assault was 
committed. 

A strong guard was thrown about the 
negro and under the guard of Mr, J. B. 
McConnell, the negro 
farmhouse until it was thought safe for 
him to be carried to Jonesboro jail. In- 
tenfe excitement prevails and ‘i the negro 
should be carried through the country this 
morning it is more than likely that he 
would be lynched. 

The story of the brutal assault is without 
a@ parallel in Clayton county and the citi- 
zens of the community in which the crime 
was committed has been thoroughly arous- 
ed.

_ RESOLUTION IS NOW READY 


Will Ask That Central’s Property Be 


Condemned. 


COUNCIL WILL TAKE ACTION: NEXT WEEK 


It Is Thought the Railroads Will 
Join in the Bridge Rather Than 
Have Grade Crossing. 


Councilman Camp has another solution 
of the problem of giving the citizeng of 
the west side a passage way across the 
Tailroad tracks at the foot of Alabama 
street. 

Next Monday, when council meets in 
Tegular session, Councilman Camp will 
present a resolution asking that the prop- 
erty of the Central railroad be condemned 
for street purposes, and he will insist that 
a crossing be placed across the tracks 
leading from the foot of Alabama street to 
the little oil house that stands just across 
the tracks. The railroads do not care for 
@ grade crossing at that point. They have 
fought the matter as long as possible, and 
Councilman Camp has held a number of 
interviews with the railroad people on the 
subject. 

The original plan, as will be‘remembered, 
Was that the city and the railroads join 
in the building of an iron bridge which 
should cross the Central and West Point 
tracks and the Southern tracks. This 
bridge has been agitated for many years, 
but -nothing definite has ever been ac- 
complished, and Councilman Camp now 
proposes to condemn the property and se~ 
cure a grade crossing rather than disap- 


point the people of the west side,; who 


have pesisiently clamored for the ex» 
tension of Alabama street. 

“IT have my resolution prepared,” said 
Councilman Camp yesterday 4(fternoon, 
“and I will present it at the next session 
of council, which is Monday week. The 
resolution would have been presented the 
last session of council, but I was asked to 
delay the matter until a conference could 
be held with the officials of the Central 
railroad. This conference has been held, 
but I am im®lined to believe that the roads 
do not intend to act unless forced to do 
so, and I am now going to secure the con- 
demnation of the property of the Central. 

“There are not near so many tracks at 
the foot of Alabama street as at Mitchell. 
Ido not see how a crossing at the 
former place could be as  danger- 
ous as at Mitchell street, and I am quite 
sure the resolution will be adopted. The 
street will go directly across the Central 
tracks, then will make a straight shoot 
for the Monroe tracks. The right of way 
has been secured through this property 
and there will be no difficulty in getting 
the street through,to Rhodes street after 
the tracks of the Central are crossed.

The recent tariff legislation in 
Canada and the discussions as to Austral- 
fan confederation seem to indicate that we 
may be on the eve of some remarkable de- 
velopment, but the remarks of Mr. Laurier 
and those of one of the Australian min- 
isters showed that not all is plain sailing.” 

The Dally News contends that Mr, Lau- 
rier’s tariff, proposing to discriminate in 
favor of British goods, is “a remarkable 
step toward the repeal of customs duties 
within the British emp’re.” 

It thinks it inexcusable that the duke of 
Devonshire should join in Tory calumnies 
against John Bright, and reminds him that 
Mr. Laurier is the head of a lMberal minis- 
try and that Canada is a perfect example 
of successful home rule.

It is generally admitted that the high 
prices now prevailing would offer a tempt- 
ing inducement to such an enterprise, but 
that the opinion of those best qualified 
to judge is that the project would be ven- 
turesome owing to the wide connection now 
enjoyed by the thread manufacturers of 
Paisley.

HIS LEFT SIDE HAS BEEN PARALYZED 


The Proximity of the Tumor to His 
Brain Prevents Its Removal—Mr. 
Beaumopt Is Resting Easier. 


Mr. Albert Beaumont, who has been sick 
at his residence, 282 Rawson street, for a 
great length of time, is resting easier and 
ss now feeling better. 

Mr. Beaumont is still suffering, however, 
and it may be many months before he will 
be able to leave his room. His malady is a 
strange one, and has robbed him of the 
use of his left arm and leg, and has taken 
from him his eyesight. 

Mr. Beaumont has been sick for about 
@ year, and has suffered so severely that 
in order to remove the cause of his. iliness 
he subjected himself to a severe surgical 
operation, which was the opening of his 
head. 

He has been troubled with severe pains 
in the head, and these were so intense that 
at times they almost crazed him, The 
physicians thought that the cause of this 
was an abscess or a tumor on the brain, 
and it became evident that the only way 
in which Mr. Beaumont could find relief 
was to have his head opened and the cause 
of his suffering removed. 

Last December his sight was affected by 
the trouble in his head, and he gradually 
began to lose it. He is now almost totally 


~blind, being able to see only a faint streak 


of light at times. 

The operation to be performed on _ his 
head was a careful one, but Mr. Beaumont 
allowed it to be done. After opening the 
head on the right side, it was discovered 
by the physicians that the tumor was at 
the base of the brain in the right side. 

The opening of the head caused the left 
side of Mr. Beaumont’s body to be affect- 
ed, and his left arm and leg are now al- 
most useless. He is able to use them very 


little. 

It was found that to operate on thé 
tumor that was at the base of Mr. 
Beaumont’s brain would cause instant 
death, and for this reason the physicians 
refrained from attempting to remove it. 

The opening in his head has given Mr. 
Beaumont great relief, and the pains have 
disappeared. It seems that the trouble at 
the base of his brain caused the skull to 
be crowded, and this made the head pain 
him. The hole in his head has not been 
healed because it is hoped that the trouble 
may ieave. 

Mr. Beaumont’s mind remains p@fectly 
sound, and he talks pleasantly of his case. 
He has hopes for recovery, and the fact 
that he has been resting easier during the 
past few days makes it seem very likely 
that he will soon be perfectly well. 

To look at Mr. Beaumont’s eyes, no one 
would imagine that he cannot see. They 
are large blue ones, and appear to be full 
of life; but they are held straight to the 
front, and nothing but a very bright light 
attracts them. He appears to be making 
an effort to see, however. 

Mr. Beaumont’s case is a strange one, 
and its effect on him has been even 
stranger. The operation.which so greatly 
relieved him did not affect his sight, it 
heving gone before that, but it did affect 
the left side of his body. He 1s able to sit 
up, and yesterday afternoon appeared to 
be In very good spirits. 

Mr. Beaumont is well known in Atlanta 
as a member of the firm of Wood & 
Beaumont, and the fact that he is some 
better will be good news to his friends who 
heve been watching his condition. 


PROF. GIBSON FAVORS WOMEN 


Member of the Board of Visitors to 
the University Talks. 
Columbus, Ga.. June 13.—(Special.)—Pro- 
fessor Carleton B. Gibson, superintendent 
of the Columbus public schools, and a mem- 
ber of the board of visitors to the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, thinks it is only a ques- 
tion of time before women will be admitted 

into the university. 

Professor Gibson returned to Athens to- 
day to resume his duties as a member of 
the board. While here he discussed the 
matter with friends. He said: 

‘The same question was sprung in Ala- 
bama three years ago. It was advocated 
that the bar be let down at the Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical college at Auburn, 
and the recommendation was adopted. At 
Auburn the boys board out and the few 
young ladies that came did the same, ob- 
taining lodging in the town. The admis- 
sion of young ladies into the University 
of Alabama was aiso advocated, with suc- 
cess. A problem confronted the board of 
trustees here, however. The University of 
Alabama is a military school, and the 
pupils are subjected to military discipline. 
One of the rules is that all the pupils board 
in the barracks. 

“It was necessary to modify these rules 
when women were admitted, for it would 
not do to subject them to military disci- 
pline. They were permitted to board in 
the nearby city, coming out to college in 
the morning. A sitting room was fitted 
up for them in the residence of the librar- 
fan. The result was beneficial to all con- 
cerned. The girls brought with them an 
elevating influence, which was felt imme- 
diately. The same refining influence will 
be experienced at Athens, in case the wo- 
men are admitted. Other state universi- 
ties are admitting women. At Auburn, the 
requirement is that the ladies enter the 
junior class. At the state university in 
Alabama they must be eighteen yeara, of 
age and must enter the sophomore class.”

The arrangements had been that the 
mayor, presidents of the commercial’ bod- 
ies, judges and reception committees ap- 
pointed from citizens to meet the party 
should meet the president at the Read 
house at 9 o’clock this morning and for- 
mally welcome him to the city, express- 
ing the gratification of the people of Chat- 
tanooga that the distinguished officia] had 
come to their city to spend the day. No 
public demonstration was thought of, and 
it was only intended to have a brief inter- 
view with the président before he went to 
Mr. Evans’s home. But when the presi- 
dent left his car at 9 o’clocK, instead of 
being taken by Mr. BEivans to the Read 
house to meet his fellow citizens who he 
knew were in waiting, he was driven at 
once to Mr. Evans’s house and the com- 
mittee left to hold down the reception at 
the Read house all by themselves. 

So very indignant did the people become 
that it was deemed best by Mr. Evans to 
permit him to hold a reception at the Read 
house tonight, it secmed, without the 
knewledge of the president, who, when he 
saw the crowds assembling, expressed a 
desire to go, so that he was only before the 
public for about twenty minutes.

Stones mark the footsteps of the 
horses on the hillside and the bodies of 
the braves were buried in a grave pre 
pared for them beforehand. The squaws 
watched the fight and at its close sang the 
death sdngs, urging the bucks to avenge 
the death of the young men. The men 
became very much excited, and notwith- 
standing the presence of five troops of Cav- 
alry, a fight was narrowly averted, Thus 
these two young men became heroes and 
to prevent a repetition of this incident I 
forbade any fighting. I did not think ft 
wise and prudent to make the attempt 
with but two troops of cavalry here; whilé 
I believe the Indians were not dis 

to resist the capture of Stanley, still there 
is no telling what they would do when 
one of their people was being fired upon, 
and had they mad» a resistance, there is 
no telling where it would have ended, They 
can muster almost 500 warriors, and know- 
ing of their disposition to resist In 1891, 
when much weaker than now, I thought 
two troops of cavalry would not stand 
much show of overcoming these warriors, 
whose flerceness was hoted. 

“About this time, from remarks made to 
me by the Indians and by their actions, I 
became convinced that the Indians were 
afraid of the deputy sheriifs, because they 
could not understand why they were here, 
they not knowing the 4ifference between 
the representatives of the law and the cow- 
boys. This 
mouthed and I was unable to get any in- 
formation from them that would answer for 
evidence against Stanley when he was 
brought to trial.’ 

As the presence of the deputy sheriffs in- 
terfered with is investigations, Captain 
Stouch asserted his authority and ordered 
the deputies off the reservations. By this 
time Stanley had disappeared. After much 
trouble he was located at Black Eagle’s 
camp. Captain Stouch immediately started 
for the camp and there found the braves 
fully armed and stil) disinclined to surren- 
der without a fight. Finally he consented 
to accompany the agent back to the post, 
still refusing to give up his arms. He was 
then persuaded to give up his rifie and 
when the agency was reached he was 
promptly locked up.

rant for his arrest tor violating the state 
laws in interfering with the sheriff in hm» 
attempt to arrest the Indian.

HAYE BEEN FOOLED 


Grand Jury Finds Indictments for Sell- 
lug to Minors. 


BUYERS CLAIMED TO BE OF AGE 


Body Was on Eve of Adjournment 
When the Trouble Began. 


THE SALOON MEN WILL FIGHT IT OUT 


Law Provides for Punishment of Per- 
sons Who Misrepresent 
Their Age. 


Macon, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—The 
grand jury continues to find true bills 
against saloon keepers of Macon. The in- 
dictments against several are for selling 
whisky to minors: 

It {is said that one of the principal wit- 
ness before the jury on the charge of sell- 
ing to minors is a young man who on 
several occasions has represented himself 
to saloonists as being twenty-one years 
of age. He has the appearance of being 
fully that old and on one occasion in par- 
ticular, so it is said, his brother vouched 
that he was twenty-one years old. 

Some of the saloonists have been im- 
Posed upon by persons who, when wishing 
to get a drink, have declared that they are 
twenty-one years old. There is a city or- 
dinance which declares that it shall be un- 
lawful for any minor to visit any barroom 


{ or to buy or allow to be bought for him, 


other than by written consent of parent 
or guardian, any liquors, spirituous or malt, 
in any place where such liquors are kept; 
and any minor violating this ordinance 
shall on conviction before the recorder, be 


made to pay a fine or work on the public’ 


works a certain number of days. 

Some of the saloonists threaten to re- 
taliate on thes4 minors who have deceived 
them as to their age, and then sworn 
against them before the grand jury, by 
having the minors arraigned before the 
recorder. 

The. grand jury was on the eve of ad- 
journing last week, so it was generally be- 
lieved, when suddenly it commenced find- 
ing true bills against various parties on 
charges of violating the liquor laws, keep- 
ing disorderly houses, etc. What caused 
this apparent sudden action of the jury is 
not known to outsiders. It was thought 
there would be no more criminal court at 
this term, but the criminal docket will be 
called tomorrow, and will continue prob- 
ably several days in order to dispose of the 
tew indictments just found. Many of the 
indictments will be fought by the defend- 
ants, especially those which charge the 
keeping of disorderly houses. There is not 
much disposition among the defendants to 
plead guilty.. Several have employed at- 
torneys, and will fight the indictments to 
the end.

BOSTON LINE TO BE TAKEN OFF 


Mr. Egan Announces a Change To 
Occur Next Month. 

Savannah, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—Vice 
President John M. Egan, of the Central of 
Georgia railroad, returned today from Bos- 
ton and New York, where he has been on 
an inspection tour in the interest of the 
Ocean Steamship Company. As‘the result 
of Mr. Egan’s northern trip it is now an- 
nounced that the line of steamers between 
Philadelphia and Savannah, will be taken 
off on July ist. 

This is the first report of the removal of 
the Boston line and of the date on which 
the changes will be made. Practically all 
of the steamers in the service will be put 
on the New York line and five steamers a 
week will be run between Savannah and 
New York each way, on Mondays, Tuées- 
days, Wednesdays, Thurs@ays and Satur- 
days. The steamship City of Macon will be 
run betv een Baston and New York to han- 
dle freight between those ports for the 
New York line. All of the other steamers 
owned by the company will do service be- 
tween Savannah and New York. These 
changes are of unusual interest to the mer- 
chants and ehippers in the south, as a large 
volume of the southern business is handled 
in this way. There will no doubt be some 
protest against the removal of the Boston 
and Philadelphia lines on the part of mer- 
chants to whom they have been a great 
convenience, but as Vice President Egan 
says, the step has been found necessary for 
business reason. As a matter of fact the 
Boston line has shown some deficit of late 
and the Philadelphia line has not been 
profitable. 

» It is emphatically denied by the officials 
of the Central rialroad that these changes 
were in any manner influenced by compet- 
ing lines. Mr. Egan thinks they wil) better 
subserve the interests of Georgia, Florida 
and Alabama than the former arrangement.

The Party and the Tariff. 
Senator Bacon’s speech, which we 
printed yefterday, is a crushing reply to 
the criticisms that have been made 
upon his course by those who persist 
in assuming that their individual views 
on the tariff question are necessarily 
the views of the party at large. 
' ‘The truth of the business is that the 
» tariff question has been variously treat- 
- ed by the democratic party as a matter 
of principle and ag a matter of policy. 
Great latitude of opinion on this sub- 
- ject has been allowed in the party since 
' {ts foundation. In some of its platforms 
| {t has declared for protection, while in 
others it has declared against protection. 
In 1884, it declared for incidental pro- 
tection; in 1888, for a tariff for revenue 
only, and in 1892, for a tariff for rev- 
enue only, declaring, in addition, that 
protection was unconstitutional. In 
1896, it declared for ‘a tariff for rev- 
» nue,” and that is the present doctrine 
- of the party. 
' -It is worthy of note that as soon as 
Mr. Cleveland was elected on the plat- 
form of 1892, with its Wattersonian 
tariff plank, he made haste to repudiate 
He did this politely and 
- somewhat gingerly, but the men of the 


" ~ @ast to whom his remarks were ad- 


dressed understood what he meant, and 


= so did The Constitution. But that is 


not all, nor even half of the story. When 
the democratic leaders assembled in 
congress for the purpose of framing a 
tariff measure, Mr. William L. Wilson 
had charge of the matter. He had been 
made chairman of the ways and means 
' committee at the request of Mr. Cleve- 
land, and it was under the direction of 


- the president and his advisers that the 


bill was put together. 
What happened? Did Mr. Wilson and 
‘the administration frame a measure in 


"accordance with the demand of the dem- 


' @eratic platform? Did they frame it 
on the line of a tariff for revenue only? 
So far from doing™that, they turned 
right about on their professions and 
marched the other way. They not only 
abandoned the idea of a tariff for rev- 
enue only, but even the idea of a tariff 
for revenue. They produced a purely 
protective bill, with the usual protec- 


for. 

What does it matter whether this 
relief is brought about by means of a 
tariff for revenue, a tariff for revenue 
only, or a tariff for revenue with inci- 
dental protection? Each one of these 
phrases * represents the quibbles and 
hair-splitting dispositions of those who 
bring to the discussion of the question 
everything except a willingness to say 
little and do much. 

The democratic platform of 1892 call- 
ed for a tariff for revenue only; the last 
platform calls for a tariff for revenue. 
The difference between these phrases is 
not worth talking about, and yet there 
are men who ask nothing better than 
to write long essays and whole volumes 
upon them. By this means is propa- 
gated the gospel of Twiddle and Twad- 
dle. 

There are men in the senate today, 
and editors perehed upon what is pleas- 
antly called the tripod, who did their 
little best to elect McKinley last year, 
and yet they tell Senator Bacon that a 
duty on lumber (levied by the demo- 
cratic party more than a hundred years 
ago, and remaining undisturbed through 
all the vicissitudes of fariff changes un- 
til Mr. Wilson brought in his revenue 
tariff for protection only), is undemo- 
cratic. And they say, moreover, that 
an ad valorem duty of 20 per cent on 
cotton is not democratic. 

To state the case is to suggest the 
comment. We permit our readers to 
frame it in their own words. Uttered 
privately it can be made more emphatic.

The Meaning of “‘Capitulations.”’ 

While the European powers are still 
engaged in trying to settle matters be- 
tween Greece and Turkey, it may be of 
interest to some of our readers to know 
what is meant by the term “capitula- 
tions.” With respect to Greek subjects 
residing in Turkey the sultan asks that 
these capitulations be abolished. 

The term itself is applied td the whole 
body of rights, privileges and immuni- 
ties enjoyed by Europeans in Turkey, 
and secured to them by treaty agree- 
ments. The first treaty of this kind was 
entered into between Sulyman the Mag- 
nificent, and Francis I of France in 1535. 
The Ottoman empire at that time was in 
the zenith of its power, and the conces- 
sions which this treaty embodied were 
voluntarily made by the sultan. Later 
on, however, the empire was forced to 
recognize these concessions and to grant 
new ones. Following the example of 
France, England, in 1675, and Austria, 
in 1718, obtained grants of certain im- 
munities from Turkey for the benefit of 
their subjects residing in the empire. 
Greeks were admitted to the benefits 
of capitulations in 1885, and since that 
time several thousand Greeks have tak- 
en up their residence in Constantinople 
and other parts of Turkey. 

In addition to his other exorbitant 
demands, the sultan now asks that these 
capitulations, in so far as they relate to 
Greek subjects, be abolished. As the de- 
mand: of the sultan, however, is arbi- 
trary and tyrannical, the powers have 
stubbornly refused to grant his request. 
The removal of these capitulations 
would expose the Greek subjects in Tur- 
key to merciless persecution, and the 
powers are justified in turning a deaf 
ear to the sultan. It is likely that with- 
in the next few days the terms of set- 
tlement will be agreed upon, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether or not the 
sultan accepts the judgment of the pow- 
ers submissively.

from the polls. In commenting upon 
Miss Leonard’s article, she says: 


As it is evident that much has been said 
in criticism of the article by Priscilla Leo- 
nard on “Woman's Suffrage in Colorado,” 
I feel impelled, as a Colorado woman and 
a representative of many who share my 
views on this subject, to dissent from the 
critics. Barring a few slight errors in 
fact, which did not essentially affect the 
argument, I believe it presented truthfully 
and in a spirit exceptionally _fair the 
result of the experiment as thus far shown 


‘in Colorado. It is a mistake to suppose that 


a large majority of the women in this state 
are now enthusiastic believers in woman 
suffrage. I do not know one who was 
opposed to it before its adoption—and the 
number included very many intelligent and 
conscientious women, unfortunately for the 
most part silent—who has reversed her 
judgment as to its advisability in the last 
three years, while I know many who at 
that time favored the movement, who now 
say openly that they regard participation 
in politics as a burdensome and unconge- 
nial duty, with no compensating advan- 
tage to the sex or the state. 

It is no exaggeration to say that wher- 
ever equal suffrage has been tried in 
this country demoralizing results have 
followed. Of course this statement ap- 
‘plies to political suffrage only. In New 
Zealand the experiment has been tried 
with most damaging results; and what 
is true of the New Zealand experiment 
may also become true of the experiment 
elsewhere. A writer in The New York 
Mail and Express throws the following 
light upon the situation in New Zea- 
land: 


In 1893 the New Zealand parliament estab- 
lished full female suffrage, equivalent to 
that of the men, and it also passed a law 
giving absolute right of local control, even 
to the extent of the entire prohibition of the 
liquor traffic. 

The first parliament and the first local 
control elections in 1894 were in accordance 
with the expectations of the reformers, 
for the women electors came strongly to 
the poll. They were almost universally in 
favor of the limitation of the Nquor li- 
censes. They supported the advance radi- 
cal candidates. The social question came 
to the front, and men of dubious morality 
stood little chance in that election. The 
progressive party and its friends congratu- 
lated themselves on the fact that the ac- 
cession of women to politics was a great 
gain for the democrats and social reform. 
But on the second election, which has re- 
cently taken place, all these calculations 
were disturbed. Previous to the election 
extensive canvassing was done by the 
publicans and prohibitionists. Organiza- 
tions were formed in all directions; every 
elector, male or female, was canvassed. 
Temperance literature was scattered broad- 
cast. The liquor sellers formed what they 
called Liberty Leagues all over the island 
and boomed their side. Three distinct 
issues were presented to the electors; one 
that the liquor traffic should continue as 
it is at present, the number of licenses re- 
maining unchanged; another, that these li- 
censes should be greatly reduced, and the 
third issue was that there should be total 
prohibition of the sale of intoxicants. In 
no one district was the reduction of licenses 
carried, or were licenses altogether refused. 
This extraordinary result has only been 
attained by the shifting of a large part of 
the women’s votes from the femperance to 


‘the liquor party, in exact gepposition to their 


votes of three years since. 

In the light of these disclosures it is 
not surprising that the equal suffragists 
should feel despondent over the outlook.

On account of the limited 
means at his disposal there were many 
people in the state who conscientiously 
believed that Professor Yeates could not 
make out on such a pittance, and that 
Georgia’s exhibit at the exposition would 
necessarily be handicapped by the more 
pretentious displays of other states. In- 
stead of this, however, Georgia’s ex- 
hibit is as fine as any.

A Royal Despot. 

Much to his royal discomfiture Empe- 
ror William of Germany is beginning to 
realize that he cannot trample upon the 
rights and liberties of the German peo~ 
ple with impunity. 

On Tuesday of last week there 0oc- 
curred in Berlin what is known as the 
spring parade of the royal troops. Ow- 
ing to strict orders promulgated by the 
emperor himself, the streets leading up 
to the parade grounds were barred in 
such a manner as to prevent large num- 
bers from witnessing the spectacle. This 
affront naturally made the populace in- 
dignant; and, accordingly, when the em- 
peror appeared on the scene he was 
greeted with loud derision. Never, per- 
haps, in the history of the empire has 
such a thing been known before, and it 
shows distinctly that the German peo- 
ple are tired of being trampled upon by 
the young emperor. In Russia and Tur- 
key there is some excuse for despotism, 
but not in Germany, where constitution- 
al ‘limitations are imposed upon the 
reigning sovereign. If Emperor Wil- 
liam is not utterly blind to the mean- 
ing of last Tuesday’s outbreak, he can- 
not fail to perceive that the German 
people are thoroughly disgusted with his 
exhibitions, and that the wisest course 
for him to pursue is to abandon some of 
his imperial airs. 

But aside from the jeers bestowed 
upon him by the populace, Emperor 
William has recently encountered the 
stubborn opposition of the reichstag. 
It seems that the emperor is bent upon 
increasing the military and naval 
strength of the empire, while the reichs- 
tag is eQually bent upon resisting the 
emperor. So far, the reichstag has the 
best of the argument; and since the 
power of the people’ lies. behind the leg- 
islative body, it is likely that Emperor 
William will be out-generaled. In view 
of his peculiar ideas on the subject of 
imperialism, the opposition of the reichs- 
tag may bring him to his senses.

Is the Nation Overcrowded? 

Someone has recently suggested that 
the cause of our national depression lies 
in the overcrowded condition of the 
country. Is it possible that any sane 
persen in the United States can accept 
such a theory? 

In order to show its utter falsity, let 
us for a moment inquire into the popula- 
tion of some of the leading countries of 
Europe. Germany, for example, sus- 
tains 233 persons to the square mile; 
France, 320; England, 505, and Belgium, 
530. While the population of these va- 
rious countries is, of course, extremely 
dense, there is not so much poverty 
and destitution among the people as 
might be supposed; and surely if these 
European countries with their limited 
and meager resources can support such 
vast populations, ought this country to 
complain of being overcrowded? 

Within our national borders there are 
3,500,000 square miles of territory, in- 
cluding Alaska, and yet our population, 
according to the latest estimates, is 
barely more than 72,000,000. This is 
equivalent to only. twenty-four persons 
to the square mile. How does such a 
ratio compare with 530 people to the

The Light of Fireflies. - 

Professor Muraoka, of Tokio, has given 
further details concerning his interesting 
investigation of the luminous radiations 
emitted by firefiles. It has long been be- 
lieved by many workers on light, and espe- 
cially on phosphorescent light, that in the 
glow worm and the firefly nature hag indi- 
cated the true solution of the problem of 
producing light without heat, and Profes- 
sor Muraoka’s discoveries seem to lead to 


new phases of the subject. His inquiries 


were suggested to him by the resemblance 
of the light of fireflies to that of fluorescent 
bodies, some of which have been shown by 


‘H. Becquerel to emit radiations possessing 


properties analogous to those of the Roent- 
gen rays. The experiments were made by 
placing a number of flies, varying from 300 
to upwards of 1,000, in a smail flat box, in 
which they were confined under a net made 
of hemp. The box also contained a photo- 
gtaphic dry plate, in contact with wu.ch 
were plates of various metals—copper, 
aluminum, zinc and brass—all of similiar 
thickness, sheets of cardbeard, both eutire 
and aiso with cruciform patterns cut out 
of them.

The Blind, Millionaire Takes No’ Stoek 
in Divine Healing. 
HE WRITES A 


Says He Does Not Believe in the Man’s 
Insane Pretentions. 


KE O80 NOT SEND TO ATLANTA FOR Hil 


Miller Applied, as Hundreds of Others 
Have Done, To Win the Stand- 
ing Reward of a Million. 


Miller, the so-called divine healer, whose 
queer performances and insane pretensions 
aroused a great sensation in Atlanta about 
three weeks ago, has been repudiated by 
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L. C. HAYNE,

on the wheel paid no attention whatever 
to the guard.

Since that offer was 
made he has been besieged by all sorts 
of people who wanted to capture the purse. 
All of these experimenters have been turn- 
ed over to Martin, who has acted as a 
substitute for Mr. Rouss. 

Miller went to New York with a con- 
siderable flourish of plans about ten days 
ago and announced that be was going 
to restore Mr. Rouss’s failing eyesight. 
Mr. Rougs is a many-times millionaire and 
the wary’ Miller believed he had an op- 
portunity to capture that million which 
Rouss had offered as a reward to the 
man who would save him from blindness. 
Besides the chance of winning this lump 
sum Miller saw a fine opportunity for 
some masterful advertising, and he got 
this latter. But it is now turning out to 
be of a kind that he-does not relish. His 
signal failure has been given great prom- 
inence and he is not in as high standing 
as a healer as he was before he made 
his trial. Martin, the blind substitute, has 
announced that he has experienced no 
benefit but that on the contrary he has 
felt worse. 

Mr. Rouss, in writing to The Constitution 
of Miller, has this to say: 

‘“‘Editor Constitution—I received today 
from a friend a clipping from your issue 
of the 7th instant with the heading, “Di- 
vine Healer to Cure the Blindness of 
Charles Broadway Rouss.” The clipping 
also states that this man came to New 
York by my request. 

“Since my blindness has become a mat- 
ter of public knowledge, propositions, 
various and multitudinous, offering cures 
have come to me from every section of 
our own land, as aiso from European 
countries, and the press has frequently 
contained notices of me, in this connection, 
wholly gratuitous and unauthorized by me. 
They have been, however, as a general 
rule, harmless and I did not, therefore, 
care to intrude, unnecessarily, any expla- 
nation. But the position in which I am 
placed in the case of Miller, the ‘divine 
healer,’ as told in your paper, is so ridicu- 
lous and misteading to the public, I feel 
it my duty, in view of the great number 
of letters asking me for information. to 
say that I had nothing to do with Miller's 
coming to New York. nor do I take the 
sligtest interest in him, or entertain the 
least confidence in his insane pretentions. 


It is true, at his own request, but not at 


mine, he gave Martin, my substitute, one 
treatment of several hours without any 
results and he promised Martin to rceturn 
next day and every day yntil he was cured 
(so said Martin), but he has not put in 
an appearance since, nor is his where- 
abouts a matter of pubiie knowledge so 
far as I know.

Buildings at 113, 115 and 117 Peach- 
tree Are Doomed. 


ALSO ONES AT 67 AND GS BROAD STREET 


Inspector Pittman Determined To Rid 
the City of Dangerous Structures. 
Much Work Ahead. 


As a consequence of Building Inspector 
Pittman’s visit to Peachtree street Satur- 
day, the one-story buildings numbered 113, 
115 and 117 will be torn down in the course 
of the next few days. 

One of these buildings is occupied by 
Jack’s bakery, another by a meat market 
and the other by a fruit store. 

After giving these three buildings a 
close inspection, Mr. Pittman decided that 
they were unsafe, and were likely to on- 
danger human life. 

He therefore ordered them torn down, 
and his orders will be carried out. 

The three buildings are not very large 
ones, and belong to Mrs. Kate’Cox. It is 
not known whether or not larger and 
better buildings will be erected on the site 
of the condemned ones. 

On Saturday afternoon Mr. Pittman, af- 


ter inspecting the front walls on the build- 


ings at 67 and 69 Broad street, condemned 
the walls, and new ones will be erccted at 
once. 

These two buildings are owned by Cap- 
tain B. F. Walker and by Walker Inman. 
The attention of the building inspector was 
called to them by the owners. ° 

If any building in the center of the city 
that is weak and liable to fall and kill a 
number of people remains standing after 
the next week or two, fit will not be be- 
cause Building Inspector Pittman lacks 
vigilance. 

For the past three or four weeks, ever 
since he was given an assistant, he has 
been at work inspecting buildings in the 
center of the city, with the result that a 
large number of buildings which were 
liable to collapse at any moment have been 
condemned, 

Mr. Pittman states that he has enough 
work in the center of the city to keep him 
busy for two or three weeks. He intends 
to let no weak building excape, and will 
condemn all that come under his notice. 

The buildings which have been condemn- 
ed are principally those erected about 
twenty-five or thirty years ago, and they 
have stood so long that the wear of years 
has caused them to weaken and decay. 
These are small one-story buildings, both 
brick and frame. 

It is probable that larger buildings may 
be condemned, but so far Mr. Pittman has 
been inspecting only thé smalier ones, It is 
understood that he has been requested to 
inspect several large buildings.

Baccalaureate Sermon Preached in the 
University Chapel Yesterday. 
AUTHORITY OF THE CHURCH 


Large Congregation Hears the Eminent 
Divine. 


G00D ADVICE TO THE YOUNG MEN 


How To Make Life Glorious—What 
Is Meant by Mystery of 
Godliness, 


Athens, Ga., June 13.—({Spe rial. )}—Rev. 
John D. Hammond, president of Wesleyan 
Female collegé, preashed the ba ccalaureat 
sermon at the university chapel today. 

The music for the occasion was inspiring 
and was furnished by the Athens Choral 
Bociety. . : 

Dr. Hammond’s sermon was one of great 
power and was listened to by a very large 
congregation. 

Dr. Hammond took as his text, I Timo- 
thy 111:15-16: “These things write I 
unto thee, hoping to come to thee shortly, 
but if I tarry long that thou miyest know 
how men ought to behave themselves in 
the house of God, which is the church ef 
the living God, 
the truth. And without controversy, great 
is the mystery of Godliness. He was man- 
ifested in the flesh, justified in the spirit, 
seen of angels, preached among the na- 
tions, believed on in the world, received 
up in glory.’’ 

“The apostle’s purpose in writing this 
epistie to Timothy is expressed in the words 
‘that thou mayest know how men ought 
to behave themselves in the house of God.’ 
The three phrases, ‘house of God,’ ‘church 
of the living God,’ ‘pillar and ground of the 
truth,’ expresses the same fact in different 
ways. 

“The church carries with it the idea of 
the house. In every home there are vari- 
ous relations amongst the inmates, and 
it is important for each to know how to 
behave himself in his special relations to 
all the others. 

“This knowledge being broad in its scope, 
presupposes a great foundation. The rela- 
tions sustained by men in the church are 
as wide as the world and as long as time. 
They are also commensurate with eternal 
things, so when one enters on a course of 
behavior in the church he should know to 
whom his behavior is due, the reasons for 
it and its bearings. Thus ethics are based 
on religion. Religions which divorce ethi- 
cal from religious duties are essentially 
pagan, though in some instances they be 


called Christian. 

“That a man’s conduct may be wrong 
and his religion at the same time accept- 
able to God is a false conception of re- 
ligion which it has taken centuries of prac- 
tical Christianity to counteract. 

“In speaking of what is written to Timo- 
thy the apostle refers not to any particular 
statement which he has made, but to the 
general body of his doctrines and indirect- 
ly to the genera! teaching of the scriptures. 
The meaning, then, of his statement 
amounts to this: That the purport of scrip- 
ture teaching is proper behavior or conduct 
on the part of those connected with the 
. Church. From this thought he advances to 
the conception he would have ‘iimothy en- 
tertain oft the mission of the churcn itself. 

‘The church he aetines as tne pillar and 
ground of the truth. 

‘That the church may be recognized in 
this tight, it snouia be regarded as clothed 
With authority. If it is to underlie anu 
give consistency to the body of ali truth 
kpown to men, it must be regarded as 
having authority for so doing. ihere are 
several theories of church authority. One is 
that be.ing of supernaturai origin whatever 
it teaches must be biindly obeyed, that the 
deity, whether true or false, has power to 
enforce His wishes. The motive power to 
obedience is fear. This is the pagan con- 
ception. 

“Again we have the ultramontane idea, 
that the Christian communion is infallible, 
centering in a human leader or head, 
whose word is law. that decrees of coun- 
cils carry with them all the authority of 
revelation, ana that while they may not 
contradict revelation, they may supple- 
ment and privately interpret the same... 
This makes the human head infallible. 

“Keacting from these views of church 
authority, men have gone to the opposite 
extreme. In the view of some, the church 
ja little more than a loose aggregation of 
believers, with no authoritative form, and 
with but little. if any, right to prescribe 
the conduct of men. I is formed into 
societies merely for convenience, and 
should reject all semblance of a creed. 
Some have even rejected the idea of vis- 
ible form and power from the church idea, 
and have erected a purely spiritual sanc- 
tuary. into the fetiowship of which be- 
lievers may come without the aid of out- 
ward ceremony. 

“There is a conception of the church 
more suitable to the needs of men than any 
of these. It makes the church at the same 
time a spiritual and a visible communion, 
a compact, wide-extending age-long cor- 
A spiritual kingdom, it is true, 

ut with a well-aefined physical counter- 

Its fundamental doctrines have 
given shape and direction to its organiza- 
tion. To subscribe to these gives the right 
of membership. Ihus the line of demarka- 
tion is clearly drawn ang there has never 
been any difficulty in itfnding the visible 
church of Christ on earth. Though it has 
the Bible for its basis, it is not itself the 
Bible. It contains cértain institutions, such 
as baptism, tne Lord's supper, etc., which 
are commanded by the Bible, but which 

are themselves not the church. It is a liv- 
ing body of human beings, professing to 
comply with the teachings of God’s word, 
whose object is to practice and promote 
divine worship, to lead men to repentance, 
and to build up human character. It has 
all the authority, naturally inhering in 
such an organization. The wise and good 
of all time have sought a place in it and 
given it their best service. If all could be 
said of Free Masonry that can be said of 

the church, men would rightly concede to 

it the dignity and authority which they 
now concede to the church. It is impossi- 
ble to find any other great institution 
amo t men which gathers into itself all 
that hus been gathered into the church, 
and which from age to age has been grow- 
ing more compact and vital, which has 
passed through every period of change only 
to prove itself more powerful and more 
fully suited to the needs of men, and which 
is today more strongly entrenched on 
earth and more vigorous than at any 
time in its history. When such an imstitu- 
tion speaks, men must give respectful at- 
tention. Its authority is not that of dox- 
matism or mere ecclesiastical tradition. It 
has never rightfully controlled by force 

. of numbers or or arms, or of mere. human 
wisdom. It has held the respect of men, 
because of the gremt truths taught and 
exemplified in its communion. These truths 
have themselves been acceptable to men 
because they have met their greatest 
needs. All who have tasted have been 
satisfied. Thus the authority which has 
characterized the church is that of fit- 
ness and of inherent worth. 

“Truth for the masses must rest on an- 
thority. They cannot even bny food and 
raiment without referring back uncon- 
sciously to authority, in order to satisfy 
themselves that what they get {is neither 
hurtful nor deficient In usefulness. Truths 
ty which home. society and the atate are 
regulated. men take as they take sunshine. 
air and water. They do not understand 
thelr sources, they merely accept them. de- 
pend on them and work by them. In mat- 
ters of religiou men must have some place 
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the pillar and ground of. 


a living, 

as the church. To the church they 
look for authority to believe in 
social, civil and scientific. Whatever 


men should 
thus accept the authority of the church. Al- 
though the church has rristakes and 
although it has at times taken centuries to 
express itself, nevertlieless, when men have 
given it time and have patiently awaited 
its answer, it has told them the truth. 
There is no spot in its history to which men 
can point say that there she has misled 
and wilfully deceived them Thus the 
church has become the standard by which 
men measure every truth pertaining to 
a eee 

; great truths by which the worlA 
has been blessed have been received through 
the church, such as the fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man, and the prac- 
tical application of these truths in defining 
duty. By teaching these truths the church 
has reduced social and commercial friction, 
by which human energy and human re- 
sources have been-wasted in war and com- 
petition and it has thus left men with 
strength for more peaceable pursuits. It 
has gone further. It has not only taken off 
the heavy drain of war, it has also taught 
men what to do with resources thus form- 
erly wasted. It has taught men that “in 
Christ are hidden all the treasures of wis- 
dom and knowledge,’’ and that God is to 
be searched for in His works as well as in 
His words; that in Providence He hides 
Himself as behind a cloud. The chief com- 
plaint of the ancient prophets was that 
Israel had ceased to “‘consider the works of 
the Lord and to regard the operations of 
His fingers.’’ To the church alone men are 
indebted for the inspiration by which they 
have been led to study nature and Provi- 
dence. Bacon ts perhaps justly considered 
the pioneer of modern scientific thought 
and we have only to understand the spirit 
and aim of his work in science to be struck 
with its similarity to that set forth in the 
scriptures as essential to the seek- 
er after truth. In speaking of 
what should characterize the _ truth- 
seeker, he says, that such a one must 
truthseeker, he says. that such a one must 
have the spirit of the little child; that he 
must study nature as a learner, not with 
preconceived ideas as to how it must be; 
that he must follow and not lead in his 
search after natural truth. Even the most 
extreme modern scientists have taught the 
same method. Huxley says that a man 
must be willing to make any sacrifice in 
order to know the truth; that he must 
forsake kindred and friends, if necessary, 
in order to be loyal to the teachings of 
nature. How strikingly like the spirit re- 
quired of the truth-seeker by the great 
Teacher! What is known as the scientific 
method comes to us not against the pro- 
test of the church, but as the direct result 
of her teachings, and it is this method 
that has brought atout under God the won- 
derful developments of science which have 
given to us the great civilization which 
we now enjoy and which we very properly 
call ‘Christian.’ 

“With this conception of the church the 
apostle connects the thought of the con- 
cluding sentence of the text, the mystery 
of godliness. By the use of the conjunc- 
tion ‘and’ he intends to set forth the 
great counterpart of the teaching which 
he has thus given us. The church, being the 
authoritative judge in all matters pertain- 
ing to human welfare, is pre-eminently so 
in such matters as pertain to man’s eter- 
nal interests. In speaking of the mystery 
of godliness he would have us understand 
the proofs by which the reality of this 
mystery is established. These he enumer- 
ates. They are first, the incarnation; sec- 
ond, the testimony given to the divine mis- 
sion of Christ by the Holy Spirit; third, the 
relation of angels to the mission of Christ; 
fourth, the powerful testimony to that mis- 
sion given in a living ministry; fifth, the 
effects of that ministry on an unbelieving 
world, and sixth, the triumphant ascension 
of Christ. 

“This setting forth of testimony might 
truly be called the apostles’ creed. The 
church of Christ as we have it today gives 
us in clearest outline and by the truest 
scientific rrethod each of these proofs: itn 
its proper order. ‘Our rock is not as their 
rock, our enemies themselves being the 
judges.’ Frcm the days of the Tubingen 
school until now, ths severest critics of the 
Bible have been adually led to accept 
all the points of historical evidence bearing 
on the life of Christ as we have it in the 
four gospels. The six classes of evidence 
&8 the apostle has enumerated them are 
all substantiated by modern criticism. If 
we accepi the true outlines of the apostles 
as even the opponents of Christianity have 
been forced to accept-it, then we are led 
to ask, what is it .o which they have borne 
testimony? What is the great object of the 
records of the life and teachings of Christ 
which they have given us? We find it set 
forth in these words: ‘The mystery of 
godliness.’ The church has carefully pre- 
served and set in order all the testimony 
necessary to establish the reality of our 
holy religion. Thus by the scientific, crit- 
ical methods of today, we have the facts 
of Christianity mcre clearly set forty than 
those of any other system. They are more 
satisfactorily demonstrated than any other 
body of facts in existence. But these facts 
are not in themselves the frue objective 

oint aimed at by the church. They are 

ut the means to an ulterior end, which is 
expressed in this strange phrase of the 
apostle, the ‘mystery of godliness.’ 

“The word ‘mystery’ does not mean 
something of doubtful reality. We should 
not compare mystery with mistiness. The 
word is evidently taken from the current 
usage of the Greeks in apostolic times, and 
refers to the mysteries which were prac- 
ticed by the Greeks, the chief of which 
were the Eleusynian mysteries. The word 
comes from the root, which means to close 
the mouth. It indicates the knowledge of 
a secret not to be revealed except to such 
as have been initiated. The Greeks above 
all heathen nations were seekers after 
truth. They were constantly prying into 


the sources of life and striving to find - 


some hidden influence by which it might be 
perpetuated and exalted. These Eleusynian 
mysteries were amongst the most deeply 
religious and philosophical of all their 
rites. hey came down perhaps from the 
most ancient cult of the nation. Initiation 
into them required many days and a very 
elaborate ceremonial. The candidate was 
met at the threshold with the warning. 
‘Let no one enter here whose hands are 
not clean and whose tongue is not prudent.’ 
While these words were being uttered 
sights and voices were revealed calculated 
to imspire terror in the unworthy. Bap- 
tism followed this part of the ceremony, 
and then the applicant confessed the worst 
of his sins. Then followed the sacrifice of 
certain animals. They were also required 
to abstain from certain kinds of food for 
a period. Then followed a solemn pro- 
cession, each candidate carrying along a 
lighted torch and singing paeans in honor 
of the . The procession ended at the 
great temple in Eleusis. Standing before 
the doors of this temple, the candidates ex- 
tinguished their torches and waited in 
darkness and silence. Suddenly the doors 
were thrown open and in a blaze of light 
there was enacted before them the drama 
of Demeter and Kore. This was intended 
to symbolize Nature in her paSsage through 
the yearly periods of life and death. The 
effort was to answer as nearly as possible 
the great question answered only in the 
ecriptures: ‘If a man die, shall he 
live again? With this meaning of the 
word, ‘mystery’ in his mind, St. Paul com- 
mended the experience of godliness to the 
Greek mind. No word could more aptly 
have Christianized the Christian experience. 
Godliness is, tn this sense, a mystery. It 
is a secret experience only to be known by 
the process of initiation, and which cannot 
be imparted to such as are not worthy 
of initiation. The pagan mind sought in 
vain for an explanation of the mystery of 
life. It never found the goal of its de- 
sires. It followed the universal instinct 
in seeking after the sources of life in ail 
its fullness. Its ambition was for abiding 
excellence. The mystery only fascinated 
the Greek by giving him promise of abid- 
ing good. Paul, at a glance, read their 
secret purpose and by the adroit use of a 
single word injected Christianity into the 
void, of which the Greek mind had become 
painfully conscious. After all the ritual 
and allegory came the mystery, after the 
mystery to the old pagan came the reac- 
tion: and the disappointment. Then came 
the Christian utterance, Godliness is the 
great mystery or secret for which the earn- 
est mind of both Jew and Greek has been 
searching. 

“How a man can live a Christian life is 


not reasonable from the standpoint of 
unbeliever.

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OF KILLING SPRINZ 


Dr. @. J. Kilpatrick Finds a Successor 
in Midville, It Is Said. 


IS THIS THE REAL MURDERER? 


Chain of Circumstantial Evidence Is 
Strong in Sprinz Case. 


WAS NEAR RESIDENCE WIGHT OF MURDER 


Is Left-Handed and Carries a Heavy 
Club—Felder Says Kilpatrick Is 
Not Guilty. 


Colonel Tom Felder has returned from 
Midville, where be has been assisting in 
the defense of Dr. J. J. Kilpatrick, who 
was to be tried for the murder of Joe 
Sprinz, but was turned loose on the failure 
of the prosecution to appear. 

It is now rumored that suspicion has 
turned toward another citizen of Midville, 
whose actions on the night of this myste- 
rious murder, added to other suspicious 
circumstances, place him in a very unen- 
viable predicament, to say the least. No 
arrests have as yet been made, but it is 
said there is a probability of such. 

Colonel Felder states there was absolutely 
no proof against his client and that appre- 
ciating this fact, Detective Jones and Mrs. 
Sprinz, the wife of the murdered man, 
failed to appear at the trial. He does not 
think the matter will ever be revived, so 
far as Kilpatrick is concerned, and that he 


is absolutely innocent ot the crime. 

“I am convinced, though,”’ said Colonel 
Felder last night, ‘“‘the prosecution is sim- 
ply trying to dodge a preliminary hearing. 
Detective Jones claims Mrs. Sprinz was not 
given proper notice, when, as a matter of 
fact, I am told, she was notified by wire 
on Tuesday to be present at the trial, and 
Jones stopped her in Macon Wednesday 
night and ieft her at the Brown house. 

It is alleged that Jones knew he could 
not prove the charge he had urged against 
Kilpatrick, and simply took this means to 
dodge the direct issue. The result seems 
to have given general satisfaction in Mid- 
ville and surrounding country, for the peo- 
ple never did believe in Kilpatrick's guilt, 
according to reports. It is said there were 
only two people in Midville who believed 
him guilty—a practicing physician and a 
brother-in-law of the deceased. 

The case never came to trial, therefore, 
and consequently the chain of circumstan- 
tial evidence which the detective claimed 
to have woven around Kilpatrick’s neck 
was not brought out. 


Is This Man Guilty? 


The other citizen who is now accused 
of the murder has not been a resident of 
Midville very long, and the people know 
little about him. It is claimed he was seen 
in the vicinity of Sprinz’s home. on the 
night of the crime, and the supposition is 
that if he is guilty, his object was to ob- 
tain money which belonged to Dr. Kilpat- 


rick, but which Sprinz had stored away in 


his home. : 

The blow must have been struck by a 
left-handed man. S§Sprinz was sitting in a 
rocker facing the front door when the 
murderer entered and grabbed him by the 
throat. Four finger prints were left on 
the left-hand side of Sprinz’s neck and 
the scratch of the thumb on the right. It 
would seem from this the murderer grabbed 
his victim with his right hand and dealt 
the blow with his left. 

_ This accused man is left handed. 

Moreover, from the nature of the wound 
the implement of death must have been 
something like a club or a wagon single- 
tree. The accuged murderer, it is said, 
has often been seen with this kind of a 
club. These facts have directed suspi- 
cion toward this individual, and an arrest 
is not improbable,

Neither does 
this decision define “original package.’’ 
We have recently captured several loads 
of illicit whisky, which was being trans- 

Tted through the. state in wagons and 

uggies. One of rties so arrested 
was an ex-constable. e had forty gallons 
in tin cans made to exactly fit the body 
of his buggy. The constabulary is very 
necessary yet and will continue necessary 
until the iegisiature solves the existing 
problem.

All women of fashion who have known 
the pleasure of having a dress or so a 
season are familiar with the name of 
“Kate Reily,” as she dictated for many 
years the proper modes for the wealthy 
dames of Fifth avenue. Some years ago 
she sold out her establishment on Fifth 
avenue to gO abroad, and her laces pur- 
chased by a wealthy New York house were 
the handsomest seen in New York for 
many days. Since her regular trips to 
Europe, the Kate Reily tips on fashion 
have been regarded as up-to-date and au- 
thoritative.

“Paris has issued her fiat, but Paris is 
no longer omnipotent in our great worid 
of fashion.

RECALL MYTHOLOGY 


Graphic Story of Journeys Made in 
——-- Modekn Greece, 
A LADY AND HER BANDIT 


Characteristics of People as They Ap- 
pear to the Initiated. 


TRACES OF VALOR SOMETIMES FOUND 


King of the Shepherds and His 
Power—Art of the Ancients. 
Modern Experiences. 


Washington, June  11.—(Special.}—To 
say that all things are Greek to Mrs. 
Caroline Jenkins Harris by no means im- 
plies that she has found in existence a 
knotty problem. All things are Greek to 
her because she is deeply interested in 
the cause of Greece—her people, her arts, 
her progress—everything, indeed, that 
touches upon that country which was once 
the center of the world, and whose art 
still stands above and beyond anything 
that has ever been done by man since 
Greece declined. 

Mrs. Harriss name has come into par- 
ticular prominencé In Washington because 
of its connection with the Red Cross move- 


ings were held by Miss Barton and the 
Count de Brazze in the interests of the 
cause, and at a reception at the Cairo 
Mrs. Harris exhibited the Greek curios and 
various relics which she had obtained dum 
ing her stay over there with her brother, 
who was then consul of the United States. 

The Red Cross Society need worry 
its head no further concerning the war, 
since it has ceased; but, being convinced 
that Mrs. Harris could tell me much that 
would be of interest about the Grecians 
in times of peace, as well as turbulence, 
I looked her up at her home on Iowa cir- 
cle, that quiet and elegant part of Wash- 
ington which has a right to pride itself 
on being non-official and altogether ele- 
gant and exclusive. 


Mrs. Harris’s home is full of interesting 
things, and she has a pretty story to tell 
about all her possessions. She is a Greek 
scholar herself and speaks several other 
languages. She is a soft-eyed and soft- 
voiced woman, and as you sit there ered 
listen to her talk of things you didn’t 
realize existed out of the records of my- 
thology, you can easily fancy yourself on 
the top of Mount Olympus with Jove 
himself for a boon companion and all the 
rest of the gods and goddesses in actual 
attendance, 

@n the floor of the bow window fs a beau- 
tiful goat’s rug which the owner bought 
from a shepherd on Mount Parnassus. 
In these rugs the shepherds wrap them- 
selves and Ife down to pleasant dreams 
at night. The snowy capote of the Sullote 
warriors of which Byron sings was also 
made of this white goat’s hatr. 

Another artistic treasftre ts a long silk- 
en searf, as lovely in pattern and texture 
as any ancient fabric. This was woven 
from the cactus fiber by the women of 
Kalamata, who also raise their own silk 
worms and weave their own garments. 


Of the Grecian women Mrs. Harris 
speaks with much enthusiasm. 

‘They are chaste, domestic, tndustri- 
ous,” she declares, “and very, very loyal 
and patriotic. They are gentle and quiet 
until aroused by their enemies, the Turks, 
and then they fight Ike tigers, for they 
know what the result will be if they are 
captured. Several instances occurred while 
I was there of Grecian women strapping 
their children to their bodies and throwing 
themselves in the Aegean sea te escape 
Turkish capture.” 

At this recital I closed my eyes dreamily 
and positively felt myself transported to 
the days of Hero and Leander, Orpheus 
and Eurydice, of Sappho, Prometheus and 
all the rest of the mythical people. It 
sounded like Macaulay’s lays of ancient 
Rome, or even worse than that—like 
Robert Downinge’s Virginius. 

In this land it seems that heathen and 
Christian history meet and mingle as se- 
renely and harmoniously as do the south- 
ern and northern flora in the District of 
Colum bia. 

A little Greek church in Petras, for in- 
stance, standing side by side with an an- 
cient heathen temple contains a picture of 
the virgin said to have been painted by 
St. Luke, and and one may stand in the 
stores of Corinth, on the very spot where 
St. Paul ,preached Christianity to . the 
Corinthians. 


“Certain it is,’’ says Mrs. Harris, “that 
the Greeks received the very first mes- 
sages of Christianity and that today their 
church ts a noble exponent of the teaching 
of the apostles. The Greeks are devoted 
followers of the Christian religion.’’ 

“And how about their arts today?” I 
asked. “Is there any suggestion left mm 
their deeorations and their manner of 
living, of the glory of ancient times?” 

‘Yes, indeed,’’ she replied. “There is art 
feeling to be discovered everywhere. The 
simplest peasant’s cottage has a fresco 
and there are always flowers to be found in 
their rooms. Their pottery is charming, 
their dress artistic and graceful in the 
extreme. Of course, in the cities the race - 
is very much mixed, but on the islands you 
find the splendid Greek type which shows 
itself in ancient marbles, the straight nose 
starting right from the forehead, the long, 
lustrious eyes and well cut lips, the round, 
tall throat set upon noble shoulders—all 
these physical points are to be found as 
finely developed in certain individuals as 
when Phideas and Praxiteles copied them 
in stone. The purest Greeks today are the 


Sphakiote warriors who live in 
Aspra Voura, the mountains where- 
in Colonel Vasses was entrenched 
They are superb physical spec- 


imens and fearful fighters. There are only 
about 100 of them and in these mountains 
they have so fortified themselves as to be 
able to defend their retreat against an 
army 1,000 strong.” E8 


That these modern Grecians have the old 


mountain side to defend their hiding place 
from attack. One of them 
wounded, but he knew that 
the hands of the Turks, dying as 
would be tortured, so he asked 
to send a bullet through 
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like this make us feel that Greece needs 
another Homer to record them. 

Mrs. Harris saw a thousand Cretan ref- 
ugees land on Grecian shores. A sad gath- 
ering it was, many of them lame, halt and 
bitnd through Turkish atrocities, 


| they naturally must have worn sandals and 
Ome garment and offered libations to the 
gods, I suppose it was all right. 

Queen Olga also believes in an immense 
amount of civil liberty for the women 
and is forwarding their cause. 

More to my liking, however, than the 
woman’s franchise talk was Mrs. Harris's 
description of the feasts of modern Greek. 
These must today definitely resemble the 
banquets of Lucullus. 

The monasteries, ft seems, sustain the 
reputation for harbo the good things 
of this world which have always belonged 
to them, and here American visitors are 
often invited to dine. The table is spread 
beneath an arbor where one is greeted with 
the odor of luscious grapes and lulled by 
the languorous monotones of lazy bees. The 
feast is of fruits, of nuts, salad, wines and 
young kid roasted on a spit over live 
coals. 

“The most delicious meat in the world,” 
says my informant, “unless,” she adds, 
“tt be that one gets at a southern barbecue. 
As for the wines, why I could,write 4 
book on Grecian wines and cordials. Such 
chartreuse, such benedictine as is made 
fn these Greek convents! I have never 
tasted any others that could touch them 
in flavor. The bouquet that arises from 4 
glass of Grecian cordial makes a whole 
room eromatic.”’ 


Of the peasants and the king of the 
shepherds on Mount Parnossas. my inform- 
ant had much to say. The king of the 
shepherds seems to be a sort of self-ap- 
pointed monarch whom none dare dispute. 
He lives tn a cave when he lives indoors 
at all. He has money and lands, and when 
you visit- him he will entertain you in & 
lavish fashion which those who live upon 
the afternoon teas of Washington  hos- 
tesses would love to see emulated. There 
are a few Grecian bandits left also on the 
mountains, though most of them have re- 
formed. I am assured ofthis and in proof 
of it Mrs. Harris shows me a silver vessel 
which she bought from a reformed bandit 
who seems to be eking out a luxurious 
living at present by selling the trophies 
which he secured from helpless travelers 
fin his evil days. 

But that bandits do exist in Greece up 
to this very day is proven by Mrs. Har- 
cis’s recital of an American woman's ex- 
perience. She was riding one day on a lit- 
tle inoffensive donkey at the foot of the 
Aetolian hills when a strong hand from 
behind grasped her saddle and a suave 
voice said: “Madame, excuse me, but you 
will have to go upon this animal up the 
hillside with me to my retreat. I want 
the donkey, your watch and any money 
you happen te have, and when you have 
resigned these you may return in safety 
to your friends.” 

The bandit was so polite and so very 
good looking that the lady obeyed without 
a murmur. 

Alas! for bandits, even in Greece. Po- 
licemen have an eye to them even In that 
far-away clime and this the lady and the 
‘bandit discovered when their journey up 
the mountain side was half way over. The 
bandit said courteously: 

‘““Madame, I see that my game ts lost. 
The guards are on our track. If I rob 
you they will follow me into my retreat. 
You may mount your steed and descend 
to the valley in safety.”’ 


—- 


Now, by this time the lady was so im- 
pressed with the grace and comeliness of 
her bandit that she had begun even covert- 
ly to wish that he would bear her away 
to his cave and never eeturn. She looked 
sentimentally into his lustrous Greek eyes 
and sighing, sald: 

“But am I to leave you with na token 
of this wonderful experience? I am pick- 
ing up bits of cold marble to have polished 
and put into a mosaic as a memory ef my 
lonely travels and surely I need something 
tangible to recall this warm human expe- 
rience.” 

It was a long speech and she waved 
her handkerchief to the -.guacds in the 
foothills so that they might remain away 
while she occupied the center of the stage. 

The bandit appreciated her feelings and 
drawing forth a fine silver mounted pistol 
from his belt generously presented it to 
her with a bow as fine as d’ Artagnan’s. 
She was overcome with his generosity and 
said in emotional accents: “Oh, my dear 
sir, you are too kind. I must also give you 
something to remember me by. What 
shall it be?’ 

Now, if this Greek had been like the one 
in Atlanta who keeps the fruit stand he 
would have said gallantly: “A kiss will 
suffice, fair maid,’’but perhaps the fruiterer 
had more temptation when he kissed the 
girl in his employ. Indeed, I am afraid 
the lady of bandit fame was well at the 
thick-dotted veil age. 

Anyway, the bandit implied that he 
should connect hee memory with the 
passing of time by looking quickly at her 
gold watch. 

“Take it,” she said, tenderly. “‘Take it 
and keep it forever.” 

And that night a col4 Turk scanned the 
timepiece while the bandit and his banditti 
had a howling drunk in sequestered caves.

Mrs. Caroline Jenkins Harris has brought 
back to America with her a great many 
interesting photographs of modern Grecian 
eculpture and architecture, some of which 
She has already used in magazine articles 
on the country. Under the name of Charles 
Edward Loyd she has contributed much 
to the best current Hterature published 
recently. 

Seme very interesting photographs in 
her possession reproduce the marbles of 
M. Georgios Brontos, who is called the 
modern Phidias of Athens. His work savors 
much of the ancient art of Greece, the 
figures of his gods and goddesses are well 
molded, fine physically and in a delicate, 
refined way, but to them is not given that 
ancient power and freedom of the plastic 
art of earlier days. There is something 
smoother and effeminate in the modeling, 
something just a bit meaningiess in the 
faces of these marble forms. The great 
Plastic work of the world was done when 
people believed more and felt "more and 
thought iess—less, at least, in the lines 
ef philosophy and more in the lines of 
imagination. 

Greece may be full ef poesy, and no 
doubt is, and its ways are ways of pleas- 
antness, but alas, ite paths are not always

ALLEGATIONS VERY CAUSTIC 


Old Guards Say the Active Members 
Have Been Discourteous. 


A RECEIVER WANTED FOR THE COMPANY 


Active Guards Deny They Have De- 
clined To Grant Any Favors to 
the Old Members. 


The Gate City Guard cese will come up 
for a hearing this afternoon before Juige 
Beck in chambers and it fs thought that 
a decision will be reached which will dis- 
pose of the litigation. Both Judze Lump- 
kin and Judge Candler were disqualified. 

Several weeks ago, as will be remembered, 
a petition was filed by Captain J. F. Burke 
and others against the trustees of the Gate 


City Guard. The trustees are composed of - 


the commissioned officers of the company 
and three other members. This petition al- 
_ leged that the old guards had been refused 
_ the privileges of the armory, that they had 
no* been allowed to vote and that the active 
members of the company had decided to 
conduct the affairs of the company without 
. conferring with the members of the old 


company. 

After reciting a number of sensational 
allegations, the petition closed by request- 
ing that a receiver be appointed by the 
court and that the active members he re- 
stra'ned from carrying out their plans as 
had been announced. 

‘To this petition the active members filed 
a red hot answer, alleging tnat the old 
guard had been treated with every consid- 
eration that was possible, in view of the 
‘fact that they were not regularly enlisted 
men and had not paid their dues into the 
treasury. All of the allegations in the orig- 
inal petition were denied and the answer 
stated that. the old guard had not been 
treated discourteovsly and were represented 
at the January meeting in which the things 
now complained of were transacted. 

The original petition of the old 
was filed by Anderson, Felder & 
When the petition was placed on record 
the active company decided to fight the al- 
legations and Messrs. Arnold & Arnold 
and King & Anderson were employed to 
file the answer and conduct the litigation. 
The answer has been prepared and will 
be read this afternoon when the case is 
reached. It is claimed by the active mem- 
bers that the organization under which the 
old guards constituted themselves was not 
legal and they declare that the company 
was never legally organized until last Jan- 
oary. 

The contentions which have arisen in the 
company between the two factions has 
caused much comment in military circles, 
not only in Atlanta, but throughout the 
state, as the Gate City Guard has a na- 
tional reputation. The active members will 
attempt to show that the old guards have 
not been refused the privileges of the arm- 
ory, and it is quite likely that an offer will 
be made to compromise the matter before 
the litigation reaches a critical stage. 

The case has been set for a hearing this 
afternoon at 3:30 o’clock before Judge Beck 
in chambers, and it is probable that a large 
number of soldiers will be in the audience 
to hear the argument.

WERE BROUGHT TO BIRMINGHAM 


Negroes Charged with Assaulting Nel- 
lie Lawton Feel Safe. 

Birmingham. Ala., June 13.—(Special.)— 
Rosalind Binford and the two negroes— 
Thompson and Neville—who are accused of 
committing an assault on Nellie Lawton, a 
young white girl, at Decatur, and whom 
the citizens of Decatur wanted to lynch 
badly, were brought to Birmingham at ‘1 
o’clock this morning and landed in the 
county jail here The Birmingham Rifles 
and the Jefferson Volunteers, of Birming- 
ham, brought the prisoner down by way of 
Attalla. There will be no lynching in Bir- 
hingham if ‘the entire citizenship of Decatur 
comes down. Sheriff Frank P. OBrien ia 
one of the most determined officers in the 
state and he won’t countenance anything 
like a lynching. 

The soldigr boys who went to Huntsville 
tell interesting stories of their trip and tell 
what they would have done of such a thing 
as an attempt to lynch had been made. The 
negroes seemed to feel satisfied on being 
brought to Birmingham, where protection 
is absolute. They Knew that if brought to 
Birmingham no lynching would occur, and 
for that reason they interposed no com- 
plaint on being brought here.» All three 
make a denial of having committed the 
horrible crime with which they afte charged. 
They ask for a fair trial. If lynched, they 
say innocent people are killed. Sheriff 
O’Brien has assured the negroes that they 
will be taken care of while under his care. 
The negroes were brought here on request 
of Governor Joseph F. Johnston. 

The action of Governor Johnston in call- 
ing out the state troops to pravent the 
lynching is being favorably commented 
on in all parts of the state. Alabama al- 
ready has too many lynchings to her credit 
and especially in Madison country. The gov- 
ernor is determined that a stop shall be 
put to lynchings in the state if that is 
possible and he intends doing his utmost 
in making it possible. The negroes here 
now are promised a fair and speedy trial. 

So far, nothing has been heard from De- 
catur as to the removal of the negroes from 
Madison county, but it is believed no attack 
will be attempted here, the Hawes riot 
of 1889 being still too fresh in the minds of 
Alabamians. 


WANTS ESTATE HELD IN TRUST 


Son Seeks To Recover a Million from 
His Father’s Property. 

San Franciseo, June 13.—Asa W. Fisk, 
of Boston, son of the late noted money 
lender of this city, by a former marriage, 
has brought suit to have his father’s es- 
tate beld in trust until certain claims, 
amounting to $1,099,064, have been settled. 

Fisk says that when his father left Bos- 
ton in the early days to eome to California 
he took with him the claimants’ savings, 
amountir¢ to $187.50. He alleges that this 
formed the basis for the money lender's 
fortune, and that it was agreed that the 
money should be invested in the son’s fa- 
vor. The latter charges that this money 
loaned out at the,rate of interest usually 
charged by his dééeased father would now 
amount to $954,368. He makes a further 
claim against the estate for $144,696, which 
he says his father lost by injudicious in- 
vestments in Tacoma, Wash., lands.

When he was on the street car riding 
to the park he remarked to a fellow pas- 
senger that he would soon be laid in the 
cemetery, and his prophecy has been ful- 
filled, for when the desperate man spoke 
he had made up his mind to end forevet 
all his earthly struggles. 

The funeral will be conducted from his 
late residence, No. 177 Nelson street, and 
the services will be conducted by the Ma- 
sons, Mr. Bean being a member of that 
order during his life time. 

After Mr. Bean’s death in the hospital, 
where he was removed from the park, five 
letters were found in his pocket, which he 
had written before he left the city, and 
which he intended to be delivered when 
he was dead. One of the letters was ad- 
dressed to his wife, one to Chief Joyner, 
two to his brothers and one bore the words: 
“To be opened after the 2th of June.” 

The family yesterday considered the let- 
ters of only a private nature and did not 
want them published. e 

The suicide was one of the most delib- 
erate that was ever planned. Bean went 
to a drug store, bought the bottle of laud- 
anum and then boarded a car for Grant 
park, going via the Fair street line. On 
the street car he began to converse with 
Mr. Crawley, a traveling salesman, and af 
they passed Oakland cemetery Bean made 
his remark about his people having to 
bury him the next day. 

Although the police officers hastened to 
the park as soon as Chief Connolly was 
telephoned about what Bean had said, they 
arrived a few minutes too late. 

About a week or ten days ago Bean went 
on a trip to Macon, and it was while there 
that he began to drink again, after having 
resisted the great temptation of his life 
for two or three months. He returned to 
Atlanta and still drank. He spoke to some 
of nis feiends about drinking again and 
appeared to be greatly depressed and 
nervous. He had said that if he ever yield- 
ed to the temptation again he would end 
the matter and forever. 


BIG CYCLONE STRIKES ELKINS 


West Virginia Town Badly Torn Up 
by Wind Storm. 

Wheeling, W. Va., June 13.—A severe cy- 
clone struck the town of Elkins today and 
did considerable damage. Trees were up- 
rooted, roofs blown off, several houses lift- 
ed from their foundation and the walls of 
rew building under construction wrecked. 

The house occupied by Henry Hay was 
blown from its foundation and his wife 
and child were seriously injured. The dam- 
age was principally in the residence portion 
of the city. 

Trees and outbuildings on Senator El- 
kins’s grounds were badly damaged. Pos- 
ten’s new opera house under construction 
was completely wrecked.

were conducted by separate companies, as 
it were, but the whole united in paying the 
exvenses of officers stenograpndrs and 
advertising.

‘“‘Neariy all of the capital invested was 
spent for circular and newspaper adver- 
tising, except that actually used in the 
manufacture of the various articles. My 
brother drew iittle more than living ex- 
penses from tne business. 

“After going over the affairs carefully 
with him, in view of the application of 
Mr. Dudley for receiver, | saw no escape 
of the receiver being appointed, as the 
concern was hopelessly insolvent. He had 
no money, so I advised him to get another 
position at once. “Ea. 

“He went from here to Nashville in the 
hope of securing some position there, but 
later left that city for New Orleans, 
where he is at present. He has in no 
manner committed wrong, but on account 
of dull business and discord among the 
stockholders he deemed it best not to op- 
pose the application for receiver.

had never ordered them. This, it is said, 
was for the purpose of making it appear 
that the company had a good trade. 

Later on, it seems, Mrs. Whipple began 
to suspect that very little: money was 
coming into the company, and she had 
her lawyer prepare a written agreement 
in which Richard Respess promised to se- 
cure her interest in the company by turn- 
ing over to her all the money received 
and to allow her to open all the mail. 

It is said that it has been discovered 
that in addition to the agreement held by 

s. Whipple there are severaj mort- 
gages on the company. One of these, in 
favor of a man named Roberts, is said 
to cover the whole concern. It is also 
Said that there is another one for a por- 
tion of the concern in favor of a man 
named Martin. In addition to this, it is 
Said that the baking powder department 
has three mortgages over it. 

It is said that Respess requested that 
these mortgages be not filed, because it 
would injure the company’s business.
